program. She's a bright girl, 
a fast reader and a good stu¬ 
dent who would like to have 
a lap top of her own and the 
two pieces of equipment that 
would make it possible for 
her to read in Braille. An 
embosser allows text to be 
printed out in Braille, and a 
piece of equipment called a 
refresher transforms what 
the computer mouse is read¬ 
ing to Braille and allows Julia 
to read it on a device similar 
a keyboard. 


The proceeds of this year’s 
stroll, usually around $5,000, 
will help pay for the equip¬ 
ment Julia needs to read, 
including her own lap top so 
she doesn’t have to wait for 
her siblings to give her com¬ 
puter time. 

“Of course the financial 
help will be a real blessing," 
says Krista.

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Rare white pelican seeks sanctuary on small pond in NOTL 


Bird-lover's pond 
providing 
temporary rest¬ 
ing spot for 
migrating bird.

In the week since a 
white pelican chose his 
pond as a resting place, 
bird-lover Jack Custers has 
enjoyed the sight from his 


around the property—he 
watches from the window, 
feeling helpless. 

He assumes the pelican 
was traveling with one of 
four colonies from 
Northern Ontario, got 
blown off-course and 
found his backyard pond 
last Thursday. 

“I'm sure once the 
weather turns colder he’ll 
leave," he says. 

At 71, Custers has been 
struggling both financially 
and physically to look after 
the bird sanctuary he has 
created. In addition to the 
pond, stocked with blue 
gill and crappies, which 


His brother has been 
able to spend some time 
greeting people, showing 
them the trailer and the 
donation box, which helps 
pay for bird seed. 

The white pelican is one 
of the largest birds in North 
America, with a three-me¬ 
tre wing span, a large yel¬ 
low-orange bill and throat 
pouch, and white plum¬ 
age, with just a bit of black 
on its wing tips. 


Pelicans, Custers 
explained, nest in colo¬ 
nies, and there are only 
four in Ontario—one on 
Lake Nipigon, one in Lake 
of the Woods Provincial 
Park; one on an island in 
James Bay and one near 
Thunder Bay. They migrate 
for the winter along the 
Pacific coast or the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

Experts who have come 
to view the bird say it's 


impossible to tell whether 
it's a male or female or its 
age. While it looks healthy, 
they say, there is a possi¬ 
bility that some physical 
condition is preventing it 
from continuing its migra¬ 
tion. If it hasn't moved on 
by the time the pond freez¬ 
es, it will have to go further 
south for a source of food. 

A bird book by two local 
experts says the white pel¬ 
ican has been seen in 


Niagara only four times, 
the most recent sighting in 
2002. 

The bird is described by 
experts as “gregarious," 
and Custers has seen that 
it isn’t at all afraid of peo¬ 
ple or easily startled—it 
seems quite undisturbed 
by the attention it is receiv¬ 
ing. 

It is considered to be a 
threatened species provin- 
cially, but not nationally.

favourite chair in the sun- 
room at the back of his 
home, which looks out 
over the water. 

After years of trying to 
attract visitors—both 
human and avian— to the 
bird sanctuary he has 
established on his 
Concession 7 property, he 
is also delighted that more 
than 300 people have 
stopped to see the peli- 


attracts night herons, a 
green-backed heron, 
ducks, geese and now the 
pelican, he has a path that 
meanders through the 
woods behind his house, 
several bird houses he 
keeps stocked with mixed 
seed, sunflower seeds and 
niger, and a trailer he has 
filled with educational 
material that he hoped 
would attract school 


Unfortunately, recover¬ 
ing from a triple bypass 
and also struggling with 
respiratory problems, the 
retired paper mill worker 
is unable to show them 


He finds it frustrating 
that people are arriving to 
see the pelican when he is 
unable to show them 
around, “but at least they 
are coming,” he says.

This year, a delightful, bright, visu¬ 
ally-impaired young girl who loves to 
read will receive a computer system 
that translates words into braille for 
her to read and write. 

The event is a great launch to the 
Christmas season in town, with many 
others to enjoy between now and the 
New Year—die Rotary choral concert, 
the service club events and firefight¬ 
ers' turkey rolls, and the best Christmas 
parade in the province. All are orga¬ 
nized by volunteers, and many are 
fundraisers which give back to the 


local schools, and community proj¬ 
ects. 

Some of these events give us a 
chance to see our town through the 
eyes of our visitors, and remind us of 
how blessed we are to live and work in 
such a beautiful and generous com¬ 
munity.

Here is another assump¬ 
tion that the bus will be 
large enough to carry 75 
passengers and end up 
making this run empty simi¬ 
lar to the regional bus going 
from St. Catharines to 
Niagara Falls, which I could 
never understand. 

Presently, what is being 
offered is a door to destina¬ 
tion service. In other words, 
a subsidized taxi service to 
pick up the client at their 
home and drives them to 
either Valu-mart Grocery 
Stores, the medical centre, 
the NOTL hospital, a medi¬ 
cal care centre or hospital in 
St. Catharines or Niagara 
Falls, the rail or bus stations, 
the hair dressers within 
NOTL and the students to 
and from school, the com¬ 
munity centre or the library. 

Quite often when we pick 
up a client with groceries we 
end up helping diem with 
their groceries to the kitch¬ 
en tables and we also help 


them in and out of the van. 

The citizens of NOTL get 
a personalized service 
which no bus driver or ordi¬ 
nary taxi driver supplies or 
is prepared to supply. 

The other area of service 
is filling the needs of people 
in wheelchairs who also 
need to go to the doctors or 
hospitals or are just going to 
the local restaurants for 
lunch with friends and fami¬ 
ly, or taking a patient for 
dialysis at 7 a.m. in the 
morning. 

The evenings are usually 
spent supplying taxi service 
for the many bed and break¬ 
fasts, inns and hotels, taking 
their tourist guests to the 
wineries and restaurants fol¬ 
lowed up with a trip to the 
casino in Niagara Falls usu¬ 
ally around 11 p.m. 

All of the above is being 
done today with the use of 
two vans, not buses. I know 
this because I am one of the 
two or three drivers provid¬ 
ing this service. We also 
cover Queenston and St. 
Davids, which is more than 
what Mr. Kuczera is willing 
to offer.

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Former NDSS teacher talks about impact of charges 


Four sexual 
L assault charges 
dropped, but life 
^ will never be the 
same for popular 
French teacher.

It was two years ago that 
popular French teacher Jask 
Ramburn had his world 
turned upside down. 

After retiring from Niagara 
District Secondary School— 


he had been teaching for 47 
years, and had made 21 
trips overseas and five to 
Quebec with his NDSS stu¬ 
dents—the St. Catharines 
husband and father of two 
adult sons decided to take a 
job at a Toronto private 
school. 

After eight years of teach¬ 
ing and staying in Toronto 
three nights a week, he was 
charged with four counts of 
sexual assault. The charges 
did not involve a student or 
his position as a teacher, he 
said. But the case was put 
under a publication ban, so 
although the charges were 
eventually dropped last 


June, before being heard in 
court, he can’t speak of the 
details. At the time he was 
happy to have an end to the 
ordeal, he said, but he didn’t 
get his day in court to tell 
his side and his innocence 
was never proven, nor was 
it reported in the press as 
the charges had been. 

He has now retired for 
good—he hasn’t taught 
since the day of his arrest 
and his life became a living 
nightmare. 

He is speaking out now to 
put the record straight and 
talk about how the false 
accusations, and the result¬ 
ing publicity, sent his world 


crumbling. 

"I could not think ratio¬ 
nally, speak coherently, 
sleep peacefully, taste food 
or relate with my family and 
friends. Without exaggera¬ 
tion, my entire being went 
numb. I was in a strange 
world of my own at the brink 
of disaster," he says, adding 
that he contemplated sui¬ 
cide. 

“The damage was so dev¬ 
astating and irreparable 
that I believed the remain¬ 
der of my life was going to 
be a carnage.” 

His sons and their wives— 
he refers to them as his 
daughters—are his bless¬ 


ings, God’s gift to him, he 
says. They were devastat¬ 
ed—there to support him as 
he was led into the court in 
handcuffs to face the charg¬ 
es, he witnessed the tears 
on the faces of his sons. 

"When the charges were 
read out loud, my eldest son 
lowered his head and lost it. 

the face of this man before, 
a tall and resilient tower of 
strength . . . they were all 
overwhelmed with pain, 
helplessness and disbelief.” 

In the days and months of 
darkness that followed, he 
retained a lawyer, his sons 
and their wives took time 


off work to deal with the 
stress and emotional trau¬ 
ma they were going 
through—and thanks to the 
internet and the “global vil¬ 
lage” effect, even relatives 
7,000 miles away in India 
stopped answering their 
phones and took time off 
work to avoid questions 
about the allegations. 

He became withdrawn, 
although he received grati¬ 
fying support from friends, 
neighbours, former stu¬ 
dents and principals, he

need attention daily—they 
will be rejuvenated by 
some quiet time by the 
fire, and walks with their 
dog.

Pharmacist warns of $5 counterfeit bills

Pharmacist Sean Simpson 
has had three $5 bills at his 
King Street drug store in 
the last month—and he has 
been handed one himself as 
change, he thinks most like¬ 
ly at a local coffee shop or 

If he has four counterfeit 
bills, he's wondering how 
many others are circulating. 
"I think retailers need to be 
warned to be on the look¬ 
out for these bills," he says. 

He knows the customer 
who had one of the fake 
bills, and knows that wasn't 
the origin—so she must 
have been given one as 


change as well. 

He has reported the bills 
to the Niagara Regional 
Police, but at this point is 
more concerned about 
warning other shop keepers 
and individuals to be on the 
look-out for the fakes. 

"If everyone looked in 
their wallets, it might turn 
out there are a few of them 
around. I'd be curious to 
know how many." 

Real bills will have a 
metallic holographic stripe 
to the left of the portrait, 
with small maple leaves and 
numbers that match the 
amount of the currency in 
the background. There is 
also a watermark portrait in 


of the portrait on the front 
of each bill. 

Sgt. Paul Spiridi of the 
Niagara Regional Police 
fraud unit says he has had 
just five reports of counter¬ 
feit bills from NOTL since 


August—one $5, a couple of

It is 
Jim’s regular checks and servicing that ensure the clock and bell, 
now with an international reputation as a Queen Street landmark, 
continue to work reliably at no cost to the Royal Canadian Legion. 
For this long-standing behind-the-scenes volunteer work, Jim Smith 
is receiving this year’s award for his contribution to the history 
of our town, and the Peggy Anderson Award for his outstanding 
contribution to our community.
